graduate study in Plant Patho- 
logy at North Carolina State

In 1952 he received his M.S. 
degree from N. C. State and 
the Ph.D. in 1949, after a period

He began work at the Dupont 
Semesan Labratory, Wilming- 
ton, Del, in January 1949, 
where he worked on the devel- 
opment and evaluation of new 
seed-treatment fungicides. In 
1950 he joined the staff of the 
University of Delaware, Depart- 
ment of Plant Pathology with 
the rank of associate Professor.

His principal research activities 
were directed toward the etio- 
logy and control of diseases of 
vegetables, and considerable 
experience wtih soil-borne dis- 
eases of vegetables such as 
dampping-off, root and stem rots

| The pulications of Dr. Cox 
consist of information on downy 
mildew disease and spot an- 
thracnose of lima beans, downy 
mildew control in cucumbers, 
and damping-off in lettuce. In 
addition to vegetable diseases 
he has had considerable exper- 
ience in the identification and 
control of diseases of ornamen- 
tals.
